w ithout 
any 
request 
on 
my 
part, called on me personally and sent some 
hundreds of his men to assist our people in 
saving stores and materials from the wrecked 
vessels. 
Also when the Nipsic and Vandalia 
went on shore the natives risked their lives to 
save those of o qrm en. who endeavored to 
reach the sfi'oVc by swimming, and two of 
tlicm lost their lives in these attem pts. 
If 
some recognition of these services could be 
made I tbiDk it would be appreciated very 
highly by the Samoans, particularly as they 
have so generally given their services and in 
two eases lost their lives to befriend us. 
Under date Of Apia, March 21, Adm iral 
Kimberly w fites: 
The Nipsic was got off last night and is 
now afloat w ithout rudder or rudder-post and 
its crew is engaged in trying to get up its 
chains. 
The Trenton is sunk, the water 
coming over the port side of it* gunrileck at 
high water. 
I think its back is broken. 
It 
m ight possibly be freed from water if we had 
the 
proper 
appliances, 
powerful 
steam 
pumps, etc. 
It has no rudder, rudder-past 
or propeller, and lies with its deck slight ly 
inclined to seaward. 
It lies alongside or the 
wreck of the Yftndalin, whifcR Is shoreward 
of It. 
T he latter vessel is a totAl wreck, and 
broken in two. 
A t high tide the w ater rises 
over its top gflilftnt forecastle. 
Only its fore­ 
most is standing. 
We are engaged securing 
moorings for the Nipsic and in wrecking the 
Trenton and Vandalia. 
A good deal of what 
we save m ight be sold at public auction to 
save expense of storing and transportation. 
Oili sick and injured are doing well. 
It 
would, perhaps, be well to send a w recking 
vessel here later iu the season to save the 
Trenton’s heavy guns, 
am m unition, etc. 
I have received from Captain Ilenry C. 
Kane, Royal N avy, a diving suit and ap­ 
paratus and w iil use it for all it is w orth, but 
we ought to have another in case of accident 
to this. 
I hope the Department will not for­ 
get Captain K ane’s kindness to us in our dis­ 
tress.

were 
pul at a speed 
that 
in 
smooth 
w ater 
would 
have 
driven 
it 
14 knots an hour. 
As it was, it was driven 
against those terrible seas for over an hour 
before it got outside of the first reef, which 
it barely escaped,and during that hour it was 
only forced ahead one knot. 
A little mishap 
would have caused destruction. 
T he Calli­ 
ope, in order to keep to the channel in going 
out, steered direct for the stern of his ship, 
the T renton, sheering off 
only 
at the 
last m om ent to clear it. 
He says: 
“ It was 
a 
m om ent 
of 
terrible 
suspense, 
as we saw the huge ram ot the B ritisher tow ­ 
ering over our decks and m aking direct for 
us. 
It looked as if it was going to cut us in 
two, and had it done so every one of us would 
have been drow ned for a certainty. 
As it 
swung off, alm ost within touching distance, 
an involuntary cheer was given it by our 
men, followed a moment later by three cheers 
all together. 
A fterw ard the Captain of the 
Calliope said those cheers saved his vessel 
as they 
put 
new hearts into his men, 
who 
were 
alm ost 
ready 
to 
give 
up. 
As it sheered off Adm iral Kimberly signalled 
‘ I have no fires ’ as the reason why he made 
no attem pt to get out of the way. 
A fter the 
storm our A dm iral lent boats to the Calliope 


to coal with and then gave one to her. 
In return the British Commander presented 
Adm iral Kimberly w ith a complete diving 
apparatus and the officers of the Calliope pre­ 
sented to the officers of the Trenton 13 sheep.

part, called on me personally and sent some 
hundreds of his men to assist our people in 
saving stores and materials from the wrecked 
vessels. 
Also when the Nipsie and Vandalia 
went on shore the natives risked their lives to 
save those of oqr m sn . w^o endeavored lo 
reach (he Sfi'oVc Gy swimming, and two of 
tlicm lost their lives in these attempts. 
If 
some recognition of these services could be 
made I think it would be appreciated very 
highly by the Samoans, particularly as they 
have so generally given their services and in 
two cases lost their lives to befriend us. 
Under date Of Apia, March 21, Admiral 
Kim berly elites: 
The Nipsie was got off last night and is 
now afloat without rudder or rudder-post and 
its crew is engaged in trying to get up ils 
chains. 
The Trenton is sunk, the water 
coming over the port side of it* gun-deck at 
high water. 
I think its back is broken. 
It 
m ight possibly be freed from water if we had 
the 
proper 
appliances, 
powerful 
steam 
pumps, etc. 
It has no rudder, rudder-post 
propeller, and liea with its deck slightly 
inclined to seaward. 
It lies alongside fit the 
wreck of the Vandalia, which is shoreward 
of it. 
The latter vessel is A totAl wreck, and 
broken in two. 
At high tide the water rises 
over its top gailAnt forecastle. 
Only its fore­ 
mast Is standing. 
We are engaged securing 
moorings for the Nipsic and in wrecking the 
Trenton and Vandalia. 
A good deal oí what 
we save might bo sold at public auction to 
save expense of storing and transportation. 
Out sick and injured are doing well. 
It 
would, perhaps, be well to send a wrecking 
vessel here later iu the season to save the 
Trenton’s heavy guns, 
ammunition, elc. 
^ have received from Captain Henry C. 
Kane, Royal Navy, a diving suit and ap­ 
paratus and will use it for all it is worth, but 
we ought to have another in case of accident 
to this. 
I hope the Departm ent will not for­ 
get Captain Kane’s kindness to us in our dis­ 
tress. 
He commands H. B. M. d. Calliope, 
which vessel had but one boat. 
I gave to it 
one of our 10-oared cutters, but he didn’t 
consider

It was consider­ 
ably damaged by the Olga, colliding with it.

If I can save the N ip­ 
sic, which can be done if weather permits, I 
will send it uüder cotívóy to Auckfand to be 
docked and repaired. 
Another ship should 
be sent here for the purpose of convoying it, 
as the risk of an improvised rudder is too 
great to send it there alone. 
I have still to 
learn of the condition of its machinery and 
propeller, but shall be informed in the course 
of a few days.

of May in each y ear as Arbor Day . 
The luw 
does not make it a legal holiday , but it re­ 
quires the authorities of every public school 
in the state to assemble the scholars in their 
charge in the school building, and to conduct 
such ex ercises as shall encourage the plant­ 
ing and preservation of trees and shrubs. 
Hon. Andrew S. Draper,State Superintendent 
of Schools, has issued a circular full of ex cel­ 
lent suggestions, including a program of pub­ 
lic ex ercises by the assembled schools. 
It in 
eludes praver and singing, after which be ad­ 
vises votinsr on what shall lie the State Tree, 
and the organization of a local “ Shade Free 
Planting Association ” in each district. 
Full 
instructions are given in regard to the rules to 
be observed in the planting of the trees. 
This legislation is the result of a constantly - 
growing necessity . 
The forests of America 
have been ruthlessly cut down and the sources 
of our streams are dry ing up. 
Arbor Day 
will not restore these forests, but it will in­ 
spire in other generations a reverence and 
affection for trees, the cultivation of which 
should have begun a hundred y ears ago. 
Owners of cultivated lands are not likely to 
give them up for a general tree-planting ex ­ 
ercise, hut there is space in every fence cor­ 
ner,and every ravine, and there are few home s 
indeed to which a few shade trees can no*. l>e 
added with improving effects.

Hill 
as to voluntarily forfeit the respect in which 
many Republicans had 
held 
him. 
He 
has been reckoned a fair and honest man, and 
his opportunities to succeed Ilill were re­ 
garded u9 equal to those of any Democrat. 
But while that party is alway s ready to accept 
the benefit of any criminal performance, it is 
pretty sure to drop the ciiminal. 
It let go 
of Tilden after the cipher disclosures had 
loaded his name with dishonor, and refused to 
renominate him in 1880. Ty ler, Polk, Pierce, 
Buchanan and J ohnson were guilty of many 
acts of partisan criminality which the party 
warmly approved, but there was none so 
poor as to do them reverence when they 
asked for a rcnomination. 
J ones lias com 
mitted political hara-kiri. 
The ex hibitions of temper by certain Re 
publican Senators are natural, but they ought 
to remember that they have not been sent to 
Albany to tight for their party with Ikmo 
cratic weapons. 
The more the Lieutenant 
Governor violates the law, the clearer should 
appear the determination of the Republicans 
to stand by parliamentary right and cour 
tesy .

Before the last 
blow was given two of the missionaries had 
fainted and the legs of the others were wet 
with blood. 
After the whipping was over 
the wounded limbs of the missionaries were 
bathed in tar to which feathers were liberally 
added. 
They were then warned to leave in­ 
stantly 3D pain of death. 
Irons was notified 
that he would receive similar treatment if 
they were found in his house* again. 
The

treated, and In a few cases murder has been 
committed.

W h y D a v id B. H ill K eeks to D e la y th e E x­ 
c ise a n d B a llo t R e fo rm B ills.

The violent scenes enacted in the Senate 
umlx -r last evening were due to a pre­ 
concerted plan to delav the progress of the 
Crosby high license bill and the Sax ton elec­ 
toral reform bill. 
They were inspired by 
Governor Hill. 
For three day s the sessions of the Senate 
had been given over to the discussion of the 
May or Grant rapid transit bill, when th( 
Senate decided, y esterday afternoon, to hold 
an 
evening 
session 
for

action 
of business that was of burning 
interest to the balance of the state, a: 
11 as to New York city . 
All that was de 
sired by the Republicans was an interval in 
which the Crosby high license bill, the Sax 
ton electoral reform bill and the canal appro 
priation bill could be reported from their re­ 
spective committees, whereupon, in accord 
ance with their promise, which has never 
in a single instance been broken, tbc dis­ 
cussion of the rapid transit bill would b< 
resumed. 
This, however, did not suit the 
wishes of David B. Hill. 
He proceeded 
to use the rapid transit bill for the purpose 
of impeding the progress of the two great 
reform measures whose approach toward the 
ex ecutive chamber he dreads so much. 
In 
the prosecution of this plan even Edward F 
J ones, obstinate but rather dense, was used 
to the ex tent of casting parliamentary law to 
the winds and perpetrating an outrage whose 
proper puuishment does not fall short of iru 
pcachment. 
Governor Hill’s concern in this matter is 
easily ex plained. 
Eveiy day that the ex cise 
and ballot reform bills are delay ed is the Gov 
ernor’s gain.

the Republican majority in the Senate should 
lie to delay every other piece of legislation 
until the electoral reform and ex cise reform 
bills are placed before him.

A lin o a t a s H o m e ly a« L in c o ln .

Washington had a large thick nose, and it 
was very red that day , giving me the impres 
sion that he was not so moderate in the use of 
liquors as lie was supposed to be. 
I found 
afterward that this was a peculiarity . 
Hi' 
nose was apt to turn scarlet in a cold wind 
He was standing near a small camp fire, evi 
dently lost in thought and making no effort 
to keep warm. He seemed six feet and a half 
in height, was as erect as an Indian, and did 
not for a moment relax from a military atti 
tude. 
Washington’s ex act height was six feet two 
inches in his boots. 
He was tlien a little 
lame from striking his knee against a tree 
His ey e was so gray that it looked almost 
white, and be bad a troubled look on his col­ 
orless face. 
He had a piece of woollen tied 
around his t hi oat and was quite hoarse. Per 
haps the throat trouble from which he finally 
died had its origin about then. 
Washington’s boots were enormous. 
They 
were No. 13. 
His ordinary walking shoes 
were No. 11. 
His hands were large in pro 
portion, and he could not buy a glove to tit 
him, and had to have his gloves made to Ol­ 
der. 
Ilis mouth was his strong feature, the 
lips being alway s tightly compressed. 
That 
day they were compressed so tightly as to be 
painful to look at. 
At that time he weighed 200 pounds, nnd 
there was no surplus flesh about him. 
He 
was tremendously muscled, and the fame of 
his great strength was every where. 
His 
large tent, when wrapped up with the poles, 
was so heavy that it required two men to 
place it in (he camp wagon. 
Washington 
would lift it with one hand and throw it in 
the wagon as easily as if it were a pair of 
saddlebags. 
He could hold a musket with 
one band and shoot with precision as easily 
as other men did with a horse pistol. 
His 
lungs were his weak point and his voice was 
never strong. 
He was at that time in the prime of life. 
His hair was a chestnut brown, his cheeks 
were prominent, and his head was not large 
in contrast to every other part of his body , 
which seemed large and bony at all points. 
His finger joints and wrists were so large as 
to I>e genuine curiosities. As to lmbits at that 
period I found out much that might be inter­ 
esting. 
lie was an enormous eater, but was 
content with bread nnd meat, if he had plenty 
of it. 
But hunger seemed toput . hi mina 
rage. 
It was his custom to take a drink of 
rum or whisky on awakening in the morn­ 
ing. 
Of course all this was changed when he 
grew old. 
I saw him at Alex andria a y ear 
before he died. 
His hair was very gray and 
his form was slightly bent. 
His chest was 
very thin. 
He bad false teeth which did not 
fit, and pushed his under lip outward.

The Legislature of 1888 enacted a law des­ 
ignating the Friday following the first day 
of May in each year as Arlior I>ay. 
The law 
does not make it a legal holiday, but it re­ 
quires the authorities of every public school 
in the state to assemble the scholars in their 
charge in the school building, and to conduct 
such exercises as shall encourage the plant­ 
ing and preservation of trees and shrubs. 
Hon. Andrew S. Draper,State Superintendent 
of Schools, has issued a circular full of excel­ 
lent suggestions, including a program of pub­ 
lic exercises by the assembled schools. 
It in ­ 
cludes prayer and singing, after which he ad­ 
vises voting on what shall lie the State Tree, 
and the organization of a local “ Shade Tree 
Planting Association ” in each district. 
Full 
instructions are given in regard to the rules to 
be observed in the planting of the trees. 
This legislation is the result of a constantly 
growing necessity. 
The forests of America 
have been ruthlessly cut down and the sources 
of our streams arc drying up. 
Arbor Day 
will not restore these forests, but it will in­ 
spire in other generations a reverence and 
affection for trees, the cultivation of which 
should have begun a hundred years ago. 
Owners of cultivated lands arc not likely to 
give them up for a general tree-planting ex­ 
ercise, hut there is space in every fence cor­ 
ner,and every ravine, and there are few homes 
indeed to which a few shade trees cannot be 
aided w ith improving effects. 
The voting upon the State Tree will be a 
pleasant exercise. 
The circular gives a list 
from which selections can be made. 
There 
are the silver maple, Carolina poplar and box 
elder, 
which 
may 
be 
planted where 
nothing else 
will 
grow; 
the 
sugar 
maple, 
red 
maple, 
linden 
and 
elm, 
best 
lor 
streets 
and 
lawns ; 
the 
tulip tree, black cherry, red oak, sweet gum, 
and willow oak, desirable for lawn or yard; 
the sycamore, chestnut, black birch, ash, 
beech and black walnut, suitable for special 
positions; and the horse chestnut and pau- 
lowina, foreigners of note. 
In another place 
are 
mentioned 
the dogwood, pines and 
spruces, w hile the children may also think of 
the hickory, butternut and locust. 
Fruit 
trees are not suggested, but the children will 
be unlikely to forget them when they prepare 
a vacant place in the garden or yard at home. 
Arbor Dav need not be made a legal hoi; 
day in order to endear it to the children. 
It 
is destined to stand next to Christmas in their 
affections. 
They will plant trees to the mem 
ory of heroes, statesmen, scholars, favorite 
authors, and in honor of parents and friends. 
A great many trees planted this year will bear 
the name of George Washington.

W h y Iia v id B. H ill K eeks to D e la y th e E x­ 
c ise an d B a llo t R e fo rm B ills. 
[From the Albany Journal, April 19.] 
The violent scenes enacted in the Senate 
chamlier last evening were due to a pre­ 
concerted plan to delav the progress of the 
Crosby high license hill and the Saxton elec­ 
toral reform bill. 
They were inspired by 
Governor Hill. 
For three days the sessions of the Senate 
had been given over to the discussion of the 
Mayor Grant rapid transit bill, when the 
Senate decided, yesterday afternoon, to hold 
in 
evening 
session 
for 
the 
transac- 
aetion 
of 
business 
that was of burning 
interest to the balance of the state, 
well as to New York city. 
All that was de­ 
sired by the Republicans was an interval in 
which the Crosby high license bill, the Sax 
ton electoral reform hill and the canal appro­ 
priation hill could he reported from their re 
spective committees, whereupon, in accord­ 
ance with their promise, which has never 
in a single instance been broken, the dis­ 
cussion of the rapid transit hill would be 
resumed. 
This, however, did not suit the 
wishes of David B. Hill. 
He proceeded 
to use the rapid transit hill for the purpose 
of impeding the progress of the two great 
reform measures whose approach toward the 
executive chamber he dreads so much. 
In 
the prosecution of this plan even Edward F. 
Jones, obstinate but rather dense, was used 
to the extent of casting parliam entary law to 
the winds and perpetrating an outrage whose 
proper puuishment does not fall short of ira 
pcachment. 
Governor Hill’s concern in this m atter is 
easily explained. 
Eveiy day that the excise 
and ballot reform bills are delayed is the Gov 
ernor’s gain. 
The session of the Legislature 
rapidly drawing 
to 
a 
close. 
Less 
than 
four 
weeks 
remain. 
I'nless the 
two 
great 
reform 
bills 
are 
hurried 
forward they will fall within the 80-day 
limit after adjournm ent, w ithin which the 
Governor may allow them to die a quiet and 
easy death without a word of explanation. 
They have passed the 
Assembly. 
Their 
prompt passage through the Senate would 
compel the Governor to form ally veto them 
and give his reasons therefor or submit to 
having them become laws w ithin the 10-day 
limit. 
Governor Hill has shown his hand. 
He is 
the man afraid of reform; and the object of 
the Republican m ajority in the Senate should 
lie to delay every other piece of legislation 
until the electoral reform and excise reform 
hills are placed before him.

HOW WASHINGTON LOOKED. 


A D e s c rip tio n by D av id A c k e rso n In 1 811— 
A lm o s t a s H o m ely as L in c o ln . 
[From the Albany Express.] 
W ashington had a large thick nose, and it 
was very red that ciay, giving me the impres 
sion that he was not so moderate in the ase of 
liquors as he was supposed to be. 
I fouud 
afterw ard that this was a peculiarity. 
His 
nose was apt to turn scarlet in a cold wind 
He was standing near a small cam p fire, evi 
dently lost in thought and m aking no effort 
to keep warm. He seemed six feet and a half 
in height, was as erect as on Indian, and did 
not for a moment relax from a military atti­ 
tude. 
W ashington’s exact height was six feet two 
inches in iiis boots. 
He was then a little 
lame from striking his knee against a tree. 
His eye was so gray that it looked almost 
white, and he had a troubled look on his eol 
orless face. 
He hud a piece of woollen tied 
around his thioat and was quite hoarse. Per­ 
haps the throat trouble from which he finally 
died had its origin about then. 
W ashington’s boots were enormous. 
They 
were No. 13. 
Ills ordinary w alking shoes 
were No. 11. 
His hands were large in pro­ 
portion, and he could not buy a glove to tit 
him, nnd had to have his gloves made to or­ 
der. 
His mouth was his strong feature, the 
lips being always tightly compressed. 
That 
day they were compressed so tightly as to be 
painful to look at. 
At that time he weighed 200 pounds, and 
there was no surplus ticsh about, him. 
He 
was tremendously muscled, and the fame of 
his great strength was everywhere. 
His 
large tent,, when wrapped up w ith the poles, 
was so heavy that it required two men to 
place it in the camp wagon. 
W ashington 
would lift it with one hand and throw it in 
the wagon as easily as if it were a pair of 
saddlebags. 
He could hold a m usket with 
one hand nnd shoot with precision as easily 
as other men did with a horse pistol. 
His 
lungs were his weak point and his voice was 
never strong. 
He was at that time in the prim e of life. 
His hair was a chestnut brown, his cheeks 
were prominent, and his head was not large 
in contrast to every other part of his body, 
which seemed large and bony at all points. 
His finger joints and wrists were so large as 
to lie genuiue curiosities. As to habits at that 
period I found out much that m ight be inter­ 
esting. 
He was an enormous eater, but was 
content with bread and meat, if he had plenty 
of it. 
But hunger seemed to p u t.h im in a 
rage. 
It was his custom to take a drink of 
rum or w hiiky on awakening in the m orn­ 
ing. 
Of course all this was changed when he 
grew old. 
I saw him at AlcxuDdria a year 
before he died. 
His hair was very gray and 
bis form was slightly bent, 
llis c h e s t was 
very thin. 
He bad false teeth which did not 
fit, and pushed bis under lip outward.

WAITING FOB THE CANAL TO OPEN. 


A Hav eSi of Rspoie for S.oiio Ho’i-se* anti 
Mules—Rates. 
[From the Alban y Argus.J 
West Troy will soon again be the Mecca of 
many hundred men who follow the canal for 
a liv elihood, and the hav en of repose for fully 
5,000 
horses and mules that trudge the big 
ditch between that v illage and Buffalo. 
A 
noticeable fact is that at present thei'S are but 
40 boats moored in the basin and riv er,await­ 
ing the opening of canal nav igation. 
Of 
course this number will be augmented to some 
extent by the arriv al of boats from New-York 
before the great waterways are opened for the 
season early next month. Howev er, the num­ 
ber of craft already at W est Troy demon­ 
strates that lliere will net be the rush there 
was lust season. 
The reason for this is on ac­ 
count of the lightness of up freights; 8« rl 
many boatmen are holding off until there is 
ah improv ement. 
The canal season opened 
last year with freight at six cents, but this 
season it will probably lie no higher than four 
cents at the opening. 
Boatmen are already 
holding off for four cents, and they may pos 
sibly get it. 
The freight being paid in New- 
York on up boats Is 45 and 8 0 Cents per gross 
ton on cnarsfc freight, and from 50 to 55 cents 
on merchandise to Buffalo. 
This is Dot eh- 
couiaging, but (is a boatm^h feipressed him­ 
self yesterd ay,tim es will probably pick up 
soon after the opening of nav igation.” 
No 
new steamers hav e been built during the past 
7 » inter, but about 20 new canal boats hav e 
been constructed at different points along the 
line of the Erie and Champlain Canals. 
The 
many extensiye canal stables, at West Troy, 
are being gotten in readiness for the rerep 
tion of the 5,000 mules that hav e been In 
winter quarters at Schetiectady, 
Phoenix, 
Sandy Hill, Hoffman’s Ferry, Waterv liet 
and other places. For this army of liv e stock 
the sum of $1 per head a week has been paid 
to the farmers for the keeping of the worn 
and 
jaded 
animals. 
If 
the 
stock 
is 
not returned to the stables in West-Troy in 
good condition and recuperated, much com­ 
plaint is made and next season the farmer 
who neglected his duty the year prev ious 
loses his bonanza. 
Considerable money is 
made by the men in the rural districts on the 
keeping of the animals. 
There ure more 
mules than horses utilized on the canals, as 
they are able to do more 
W ork and last longer. 
The mule is a stubborn animal, but once on 
the tow path h ealth 's dowh id business anu 
“ gets th^re.” 
Front present indications the 
rate of wages to be paid will be $25 per 
month and board for the steersman, and from 
$16 
to 
$18 
per month and board 
for 
the 
driv er. 
When 
the 
season 
is 
drawing to a close the rate of wages is ad 
v anced. 
There is another class of people that 
work on the canals that receiv e quite good 
pay. They are the locktenders. They receiv e 
$50 a month during the canal season, and the 
“ scale” money will amount to from $8 to $15 
extra. 
The extra cash is termed “ scale” 
money by them because it is giv en them by 
boat captains to swell their crafts out of a 
lock. 
When a lock is opened to allow a boat 
to pas.s out the towing of t*‘e crS.fl is v ery 
hard on the liv e stock. 
If the loektender is 
” tipped” with a dime ora quarter he opeus 
one or two paddles of the lock and forces the 
boat out. 
Of course this is not allowed by 
the State, but the locktenders do it just the 
same. 
Another benefit for the loektender is 
the securing of quite a quantity of wood and 
coal that is giv en them by boatmen. 
An 
o’d loektender ti-id the Arg us reporter yester­ 
day that he had frequently collected enough 
coal to last nearly all winter. 
Not in years 
will the canals hav e been in such good condi­ 
tion as when the “ big ditch 
is opened this 
season. 
As nearly as possible the original 
sev en-foot depth is being reached by the men 
who are bottoming the canals. 
Superintend­ 
ent Hardin, of Section No. 1, i3 hav ing tlic re­ 
pairs executed as soeedily as possible. 
There 
is a great deal to be done, such as building 
new walls, replacing stones, etc. ¡At the State 
shop, Cohoes, men are at work building lock 
gates, repairing old gates, etc. 
The work is 
being pushed as rapidly as possible, and it is 
expected all will be in readiness for the open­ 
ing of nav igation. 
The list of locktenders 
is being made out, and the appointments will 
probably 
be 
made 
late 
next 
week. 
There 
are 
also 
harbormasters, 
walk­ 
ing 
bosses 
and 
others 
to 
be 
ap­ 
pointed. 
The work of bottoming the canal 
at West Troy goes steadily on. 
There is 
found a larger force of men at Work than at 
Albany and Cohoes. 
This is needed, as more 
work lias to be done. 
Iti PoH Schuyler Rob­ 
ert Picket has a large fotCe at work, and a 
great deal is being accomplished. 
Superin­ 
tendent Lyons says the greatest amount of 
work was done irt the west entrance of the 
Twenty-Third-street lock. 
Here, for years, 
just north of the locks, a large quantity of 
sediment collected and formed a hard lied 
four or fiv e feet deep. 
The work of mov ing 
this v ast amount of dirt was completed yes­ 
terday; and a portion of the force of men 
transferred to Port-Schuyler, near the dry 
dock. 
As the Arg us man walked along the 
bank of the canal yesterday, he noticed 
that nearly ev ery man in one of the gangs 
at 
work 
was 
resting 
on 
his 
shov el. 
J ust us the reporter commenced to smile, a 
stentorian v oice called out: “ Heuds down.” 
In a second ev ery shov el was sunk into the 
dirt, and work had been resumed again. The 
reporter asked one of the men what the order 
“ Heads down” had been giv en for. 
“ Why, 
here comes the boss,” was the reply. 
“ J ust 
wait until he goes again and you will hear 
‘ Heads up.’ " 
The reporter waited, and sure 
enough the command was giv en, and ev ery 
head elev ated, while broad grins ov erspread 
their countenances. 
“ You look tired,” said the scribe to a man 
who was mopping his forehead with a red 
bandana. 
“ Yes. this State work sets us in a ‘ state ’ 
of perspiration,” was the answer. 
“ How much do you get an hour ? ” 
“ Fifteen cents; but it ought to be 50. We 
work so hard we can’t sleep nights.”

40 boats moored in the basin and river,aw ait­ 
ing the opening of canal navigation. 
Of 
course this number will be augmented to some 
extent by the arrival of boats from New-York 
before tbe great waterways are opened for the 
season early next month. However, the num ­ 
ber of craft already at West Troy dem on­ 
strates that there will net be the rush there 
was lust season. 
The reason for this is on ae* 
count of the lightness of up freights! and 
many boatmen are holding off until there is 
ah improvement. 
The canal season opened 
last year with freight at six cents, but this 
season it will probably lie no higher than four 
cents at the openins. 
Boatmen are already 
holding off for four cents, and they may pos­ 
sibly get it. 
The freight being paid in New* 
York on up boAts is 45 and 150 Cents per gross 
ton on cnarst freight, and from 50 to 55 cents 
on merchandise to Buffalo. 
This is not en­ 
couraging, but (is a boatm*h >1 pressed him ­ 
self yesterday, “ times will probably pick up 
soon after the opening of navigation.”

new steamers have been built during the past 
7»inter, but about 20 new canal lioats have 
been constructed at different points along the 
iine of the Erie and Champlain Canals. 
The 
many extensive canal stables, at West Troy, 
arc being gotten in readiness for the recep­ 
tion of the 5,000 mules that have liecn In 
winter quarters at Schenectady, Phoenix, 
Sandy Hill, Hoffman’s Ferry, W atervliet 
and other places.

There is another class of people that 
work on the canals that receive quite good 
pay. They are the locktenders. They receive 
$50 a month during the canal season, and the 
“ scale” money will amount to from $8 to $15 
extra. 
The extra cash is termed “scale” 
money by them because It is given them by 
boat captains to swell their crafts out of a 
lock. 
When a lock is opened to allow a boat 
to pas3 out the towimr of t"e rritfl is very 
hard on the live stock. 
If the locktender is 
"tipped” with a dime or a quarter he opens 
one or two paddles of the lock and forces the 
boat out. 
Of course this is not allowed by 
the State, but the locktenders do it just the 
same. 
Another benefit for the locktender is 
the securing of quite a quantity of wood and 
coal that is given them by boatmen. 
An 
o’d locktender told the Argus reporter yester­ 
day that he had frequently collected enough 
coal to last nearly all winter. 
Not in years 
will the canals have been in such good condi­ 
tion as when the . “ big ditch ’! ia opened this 
season. 
As nearly as possible the original 
seven-foot depth is being reached by the men 
who are bottoming the canals. 
Superintend­ 
ent Hardin, of Section No. t, is having the re­ 
pairs executed as speedily as possible. 
There 
is a great deal to be done, such as building 
new walls, replacing stones, etc. ¡At the State 
shop, Cohoes, men are at work building lock 
gates, repairing old gates, etc. 
The work is 
being pushed as rapidly as possible, and it is 
expected all will be in readiness for the open­ 
ing of navigation. 
Tbe list of locktenders 
is being made out, and the appointments will 
probably

The work of bottoming the canal 
at West Troy goes steadily on. 
There is 
found a larger force of men at Work than at 
Albany and Cohoes. 
This is needed, as more 
work has to be done, 
tú Fói*t Schuyler Rob­ 
ert Picket has a large fotCe at work, and a 
great deal is being accomplished. 
Superin­ 
tendent Lyons says the greatest am ount of 
work was done iñ the west entrance of the 
Twenty-Third-street lock. 
Here, for years, 
just north of the locks, a large quantity of 
sediment collected and formed a hard lied 
four or five feet deep. 
The work of moving 
this vast amount of dirt was completed yes­ 
terday, and a portion of the force of men 
transferred to Port-Schuyler, near the dry 
dock. 
As the Argus man walked along the 
bank of the canal yesterday, he noticed 
that nearly every man in one of the gangs 
at 
work 
was 
resting 
on 
his shovel. 
Just as the reporter commeuced to smile, a 
stentorian voice called out; “ Heads down." 
In a second every shovel was sunk into the 
dirt, and work had been resumed again. The 
reporter asked one of the men what the order

wait until he goes again and you will hear

The reporter waited, and sure 
enough the command was given, and every 
head elevated, while broad grins overspread 
their countenances.

$3,651.90. 
The contestants at the close of 
the testimony, asked that the Guardian b.

Brief essays, by different 
scholars. Subjects, “ My Favorite Tree is the O ak," 
Take for subjects the Elm. Maple, Beech, Birch, 
Ash, etc. Song. Voting on the question: “ W hat is 
the Favorite State Tree ?” Reading or recitation. 
Song. O rganization of local “ Shade Tree Planting 
Association." Song “ A m erica." 
This programme is intended to be merely 
suggestive, and may be varied as tastes, cir­ 
cumstances and opportunity may permit. 
The following is given as a sample composi­ 
tion: 
‘ I am the sugar maple, and a favorite or­ 
namental tree. 
People love me because 1 am 
possessed of sweetness. I claim to have made 
more boys and girls happy than any other 
tree. 
I have m y changes of dress—wearing 
in spring the softest shade of every coior, In 
the sttmmef the purest emerald, and in the 
autum n the most brilliant yellow. My wood 
is used for furniture, floors, and finishing the 
interior of houses, arid after the houses arc 
finished, few can warm them better than I.” 
It is said few trees can be planted at Kings­ 
ton school houses as the most of them are al­ 
ready too greatly shaded for the eyesight.

Si®—I have to commend to the Govern­ 
ment of the United Stales the very great as 
sistance we have received in saving the pub­

my 
part, called on me personally and stmt some 
hundreds of his men to assi*! our people in 
saving stores and materials from the wrecked 
vessels. 
Also when the Nipple and Vandalia 
went on shore the natives risked their lives to 
save those of oqr nom who endeavored to 
reach the rilotr by swimming, and two of 
them lost their lives in the«e attempts. 
If 
some recognition of Illest* services could lie 
made I think it would be appreciated very 
highly by the Samoans, particularly as they 
have to generally given their services and iii 
two cases lost their lives to befriend us. 
Under data Of Apia, March 21, Admiral 
K im b e rly toffies: 
The Nipsic was got off last night and is 
tow afloat without rudder or rudder post aud 
its crew is engaged in trying to get up its 
chains 
The Trenton is sunk, the water 
coming over the port side of its gun-deck at 
high water. 
I think it* back is broken. 
It 
might possibly be freed from water if we had 
the 
proper 
appliances, 
powerful steam 
pumps, etc.

We are engaged securing 
moorings for the Nipsic and in w recking the 
Trenton and Vandalia.

we save might Imp sold ut public auction to 
save expense of storing and transportation. 
Oui sick and injured are doing well.

would, perhaps, be well to send a wrecking 
vessel here later iu the season to save the 
Trenton’s heavy guns, 
ammunition, etc.

were put at a speed 
that in 
smooth 
water 
would 
have 
driven 
it 
14 knot* an hour. 
Aa it was, it was driven 
against those terrible seas for over an hour 
before it got outside of the first reef, which 
it barely escaped,and during that hour it was 
only forced ahead one knot. 
A little mishap 
would have caused destruction. 
The Calli­ 
ope, in order to keep to the channel in going 
out, steered direct for the stern of his ship, 
the Trenton, sheering off only 
st 
the 
last moment to clear it. 
He says: “ It was 
a 
moment 
of 
terrible 
suspense 
as we saw the huge ram ot the Britisher tow­ 
ering over our decks and making direct for 
us.

T he Legislature of I*** enacted a law des 
ignating the Friday following the first day 
of May in each year as Arlnyr Day. 
The law 
docs not make it a legal holiday, hut it re 
quires the authorities of every public school 
in the state to assemble the scholars in their 
chanre in the school building, and to conduct 
such exercises a-, shall encourage the plant­ 
ing and preservation of trees and shrubs. 
Hon. Andrew S. D raper,.State Superintendent 
of Schools, has issued a circular full of excel 
lent suggestions, including a program of pule 
lie exercises by the assembled schools. 
It in 
eludes praver ami singing, after which he ad­ 
vises voting on w hat "hall Ire Hie State Tree, 
and the organization of a loc al “ Shade Tree 
Planting Association ” in each district. 
Full 
instructions are given in regard to the Hiles to 
Ik- observed in the planting of the trees. 
This legislation is the result of a constantly 
growing necessity. 
The forests of America 
have been ruthlessly cut dow n and the sources 
of our streams are drying up. 
A rbor Day 
will not restore these forests, but it w ill in­ 
spire in other generations a reverence and 
affection for trees, the cultivation of which 
should have begun a hundred years ago. 
Owners of cultivated lands arc not likely to 
fiv e them up for a general tree-planting ex­ 
ercise, hut there is space in every fence cor­ 
ner,and every ravine, and there are few bonn s 
indeed to which a few shade trees cantic*, lie 
a Wed w ith improving effects. 
The voting upon the State Tree will lie a 
pleasant exercise. 
The circular gives a list 
from which selections can be made. 
There 
are the silver maple. Carolina poplar and lio.x 
elder,

grow; 
the 
sugar 
maple,

lowina, foreigners of note, 
in another place 
are 
mentioned 
the dogwood, pine* and 
spruces, w hile the children may also think of 
the hickory, butternut and locust. 
Fruit 
trees are not suggested, hut the children will 
lie unlikely to forget them when they prepare 
a vacant place in the garden or ra n i at home. 
Arbor Dav need not lie made a legal holi­ 
day in order to endear it to the children. 
It 
is destined to stand next to Christ mas in their 
affections. 
They will plant trees to the mem­ 
ory of heroes, statesmen, scholars, favorite 
authors, and in honor of parents and friends. 
A great many trees planted this year w illliear 
the name of George W ashington.

A I mon! MN H om ely a* lin c o ln .

W ashington had a large thick nose, and it 
was very red tliut day, giving me the impres 
aion that he w as not so m oderate in the use of 
liquors as lie was supposed to tie. 
I found 
afterw ard that this was a peculiarity. 
Ills 
nose wan apt to turn scarlet in a cold wind. 
He was standing near a small camp fire, cvi 
dently lost in thought and m aking no effort 
to keep warm . He seemed six feet ami a half 
in height, was a* erect as an Indian, and did 
not for a moment relax from a military atti 
tude. 
W ashington’s exact height was six feet two 
inehes in iii* boots. 
He was then a little 
lame from striking his knee against a tree 
His eye was so gray that it looked almost 
white, and he had a troubled look on his col 
orless face. 
He had a piece of woollen tied 
around IPs (bloat and w as quite hoarse. P er 
hai»s the throat trouble from which he finally 
died hast its origin aliout then. 
W ashington’s Idiots were enormous. 
They 
were No. Iii. 
Ills ordinary w alking shoes 
were No. l l . 
His hands were large in pro 
portion, and he could not buy a glove to fit 
him, and had to have his gloves made to or 
der. 
His m outh was Ids strong feature, the 
lips being always lightly compressed. 
T hat 
day they were compressed so tightly as to be 
painful to look at. 
At that time he weighed 200 pounds, and 
there was no surplus flesh aliout bim. 
He 
was trem endously muscled, and the fame of 
his great strength was everywhere. 
His 
large tent, when wrapped up w ith the poles, 
was so heavy that it required two mea to 
place it in the camp wngon. 
W ashington 
would lift it w ith one hand and throw it in 
the wagon as easily as if it were a pair of 
saddlebags. 
Ile could hold a musket with 
one hand and shoot with precision us easily 
as other men did with a horse pistol. 
His 
lungs were his weak point and his voice was 
never strong. 
He was at that time in Hie prim e of life 
His hair was a chestnut brown, his cheeks 
were prom inent, and his head was not large 
in contrast to every other part of his body, 
which seemed large and bony at all points. 
His finger joints and wrists were so large as 
to lie genuine curiosities. As to habits at that 
period I found out mucn that m ight be inter 
eating. 
He was an enormous eater, but was 
content with bread and meat, if he had plenty 
of it. 
But bunger seemed to put him in a 
rage, 
it was his custom to take a drink of 
rum or whisky on awakening in the morn 
ing. 
Of course all this was changed when he 
E 
rew old. 
I saw him at Alexandria a year 
i*fore he died. 
His hair was very gray and 
bis form was slightly bent, 
ilia chest was 
very thin. 
He bad false teeth which did not 
fit, and pushed bis under lip outward.

A Haven o t R ep ose for 6,Olio Horses anti 
,.

West Troy will soon again be the Mecca of 
many hundred men who follow the canal for 
a livelihood, and the haven of repose for fully 
5,000 
horses and mules that trudge the big 
ditch lx-tween that village and Buffalo.

40 boats moored in the basin and river,aw ait­ 
ing the opening of canal navigation. 
Of 
course this number will be augmented to some 
extent by the arrival of boats from New-York 
before the great waterways are opened for the 
season early next month. However, the num- 
l>er of craft already at W est Troy demon 
8trates that (here will net be the rush there 
was last scasou. 
The reason for this is on ac­ 
count of the lightness of up freights, find 
many boatmen are holding off until there is 
atl improvement. 
The canal season oi>ened 
last year with freight at six cents, but this 
season it will probably lie no higher than four 
cents at the opening. 
Boatmen are already 
holding off for four eenis, nnd they may ]>os 
sibly get it. 
The freight being paul in N ew 
York on up boats Is 4o find 50 Cents per gross 
ton on coarsl- freight, and from 50 to 55 cents 
on merchandise to Buffalo.

com aking, hut as a boat"'—*

great deal is being accomplished. 
Superin 
tendent Lyons says the greatest am ount of 
work was doue iii the west entrance of the 
Twenty-Third-street lock. 
Here, for years, 
just north of the locks, a large quantity of 
sediment collected and formed a hard Ix-d 
four or five feet deep. 
The work of moving 
this vast amount of dirt was completed yes 
terdav, and a portion of the force of men 
transferred to Port Schuyler, near the dry 
dock.
